him a respect for law and order, a 
sense of his (the boy’s) responsibility 
for the peace and tranquility of the 
neighborhood, a realization of the fact 


that boyish lawlessness leads to out­ 
right crime—to the penitentiary. 
But 
the mayor is holding a pretty tight 
string to each offender. 
If either the 
boy or his parents treat with indiffer­ 
ence or contempt his admonition, the 
culprit will be brought before the bar 
and either he or his parents will have 
to pay the penalty. 
But happily most of the offending 
youngsters are of good family, have 
been well raised by sensible parents, 
aud the latter are co-operating with 
the city officials in the undertaking to 
stamp out the ruffianism and vandal­ 
ism. 
Ada is fortunate in having very 
few incorrigibles. street waifs whose 
inevitable destination is the reforma­ 
tory. 
Judge Barton is quite hopeful 
of solving the boy problem with mild 
remedies. 
The opening of public schools next 
month will help him. 
That will give 
the boys something to study about be­ 
sides meanness.

When quite dry the lace 
may be untacked and will look as 
good as new and will need little iron­ 
ing. 
Black lace may be washed in 
the same way, but without soap. 
A 
few drops of ammonia may be used 
instead. 
Black lace never should be 
ironed. 


CROP CONDITIONS IR 
WESTERN CANADA 


Lateness of Spring Overcome by Ex­ 
cellent Growing Summer Season. 


Once more the farmers of Western 
Canada rest at ease and grow rich 
while they slumber. Their season of 
anxiety is over. 
For a time it looked 
as though a backward season was foi 
once going to prevent the 
western 
country from maintaining its preemi­ 
nent position as leader of the grain 
growing countries of the world. The 
unusual lateness of tho spring coupled 
with the rapid advance in the price of 
food stuffs gave the pessimists some 
reason for their gloomy forebodings, 
and among even the optimistic W est- 
erners imbued as they 
usually 
are 
with a spirit of buoyancy ami hope, 
there commenced to glimmer a fear 
that perhaps this year their sanguine 
expectations were not to be realized. 
On May day when a large proportion 
of wheat had usually been sown there 
was this year very little seeding done. 
Finally, however, winter which had 
tarried so late in the lap of spring in 
all parts of the Continent vanished 
before the vertical rays of the sun, 
and the hurry and bustle of spring 
work commenced on the western prai­ 
ries. 
By the 20th of May 85% 
of the 
spring wheat was sown and the fall 
whqat in the districts devoted to its 
cultivation was covering the 
fields 
with a mantle of green. 
Wheat sow­ 
ing finished on May 30 and by June 
IO the coarser grains were also in 
the ground. 
The heavy snowfall dur­ 
ing the winter left the ground In excel­ 
lent shape when once seeding opera­ 
tions commenced and from the time 
weather conditions permitted the com­ 
mencement of work lintel planting was 
completed, the farmers were a busy 
class. 
The area in wheat is not 
much larger than last year, but oats, 
barley and flax are much in excess of 
past records, the farmers deeming it 
wiser on'account of the lateness of 
the season to put iii a heavier propor­ 
tion of the coarser grains. From the 
most rMiable reports to hand it ap­ 
pears that the acreage as compared 
with 1906 will show an increase of 12% 
In oats, 197o in barley and 13% in 
flax. 
Around Akotoks, High River, Nan- 
ton, Claresholm and 
other 
winter 
wheat centers, if the present weather 
conditions continue, the winter wheat 
will be in head by the middle of July. 
The backward weather in the early 
part of May allowed the newly sown 
grain to get a firm root in the ground, 
and now with an abundance of moist­ 
ure and warm weather the growth is 
remarkable. 
All danger of 
injury 
from droughts is practically over a9 
the green crop covers the ground re­ 
taining the moisture required for its 
growth and preventing the too rapid 
evaporation which might 
otherwise 
take place. 
Crops in Western Canada mature in 
one hundred days of gqpd weather, 
and as the weather conditions have 
been ideal since seeding, and 
with 
spring wheat now from 14 to IS inches 
above the ground, a full average crop 
is confidently expected. 
In addition to the cheering 
pros­ 
pects of this year's yield the farmers 
are to be congratulated on the fact 
that they still have in their possession 
five million bushels of wheat from last 
year’s crop which they are now dis­ 
posing of at high prices. 
The splendid yield 
of 
90.000.000 
bushels of wheat raised in 1906 
in 
the three provinces of Manitoba, Sas­ 
katchewan and Alberta, together with 
the almost certain assurance that this 
year will see a considerable Increase, 
is. as in the past, calling the atten­ 
tion of the world of the “Last Best 
West,” and thousands from the United 
States and the agricultural districts 
of Europe are each month securing 
free grant lands or purchasing farms 
in the land which has proved itself 
peerless among the grain growing \ 
countries of the world.

I to instill into each boy brought before 
'him a respect for law and order, a 
[sense of his (the boy's) responsibility 
for the peace and tranttuillty of the 
neighborhood, a realization of the fact 


that boyish lawlessness leads to out- 
right crime—to the penitentiary. But 
the mayor Is hording a "pretty tight 
string to each offender. 
If either the! 


boy or his parents treat with Indiffer- 
ence or contempt his admonition, the 
culprit will be brought before the bar 
and either he or his parents will have 
to pay the penalty. 


But happily most of the offending 


youngsters are of good family, have 
been well raised by sensible parents, 
and the latter are co-operating with 
the city officials In the undertaking to 
stamp out the ruffianism and vandal- 
Ism. 
Ada is fortunate in having very 


few Incorrigibles, street waifs whose 
inevitable destination is the reforma- 
tory. Judge Barton is quite hopeful 
of solving the boy problem with mild 
remedies.

month will help him. That will give 
the boys something to study about be- 
sides meanness. 
Those whose par- 


rehta do not send 
to school—well 


there might be a.Jaw to force them in 
school.

People with poor digestion should 


drink no water with meals, but take 
a glassful half an hour before and 
drink plentifully an hour or so after 
each meal.

Hen's Nest Eggs. 


Boil six or eight eggs quite hard. 


When cold nnd firm cut the whites 
from the yolks in long thin slips. Set 
them aside to warm in a slow oven, 
taking care every now and then to 
liberally butter them. 


Chop very fine any cold chicken or 


remains of fish, add this to the yolks 
of the eggs, a llttl* parsley, pepper 
and salt. When all has been mixed 
nmoothly mold It with the hands Into 
egg-shaped balls. Heap these in the 
center of a dish. 
Arrange the shredded egg around 


In Imitation of a nest. Return to the 
oven for a few minutes to warm and 
just before serving pour over a rich 
brown sauce. 


How to Wash Lace. 


Cover a bottle with 
flne 
white 


enamel, and tack the edges of the lacn 
upon It, being careful to fasten down 
every little point, and lay the lace as 
straight as possible. Squeeze the bot- 
tle In lukewarm soap and water tlli 
the lace is clean and rinse In the sama 
way. 
Put it in the sun to dry, dip 


bottle and all in starch, then wrap 
clean cambric round it and let dry In 
the open air. When quite dry the lace 
'may be untacked and will look as 
good as new and will need little Iron- 
Ing. 
Black lace may be washed In 


the same way, but without soap. A 
Jew drops of ammonia may be used 
instead. Black lace never should be 
Ironed. 


Once more the farmers of Western 


Canada rest at ease and grow rich 
while they slumber. Their season ^ of 
anxiety is over. For a time it looked 
as though a backward season was for 
once going to prevent the western 
country from maintaining its preemi- 
nent position as leader ot tbe_ grain 
growing countries of the world. The 
unusual lateness of the spring coupled 
with tho rapid advance In the price ol 
food-stuffs gave the pessimists some 
reason for their gloomy forebodings, 
and among even the optimistic West- 
erners imbued us they, usually are 
with, a spirit of buoyancy and hope, 
there commenced to glimmer a fear 
that perhaps this year their sanguine 
expectations were not to be realized. 
On May day when a large proportion 
of -wheat had usually bean sown there 
was this year very little seeding done. 
Finally however, winter which had 
tarried so Ante In the lap ot spring in 
all parts of the Continent vanished 
before the vertical rays of the sun, 
and the hurry and bustle of spring 
work commenced on the western pral- 


By the 20th ot May 8B% of 
the 


spring wheat was sown and the fall 
wheat In the districts devoted to Its 
cultivation waa covering the fields 
with a mantle of green. 
Wheat sow- 


ing finished on May 3.0 and by June 
10 the ^coarser grains were also in 
the ground. The heavy snowfall dur- 
ing the winter left the ground in excel- 
lent shape when once seeding opera- 
tions commenced and from tho time 
weather conditions permitted the com- 
mencement ot work un^l planting was 
completed, the farmers wore a busy 
class. 
The area In wheat is not 


much larger than last year, but oats, 
barlfty and flax are much In excess of 
past records, the farmers deeming It 
wiser on 'account of the lateness of 
the season to put In a heavier propor- 
tion of the coarser grains. From the 
most reliable reports to hand it ap- 
pears that the acreage as compared 
with 1906 will show an increase of 12% 
in oats, 18?i in barley and 15% In 
flax. 
Around Akotoks, High River, Nan- 


ton, 
Claresholra and 
other 
winter 


wheat centers. If the present weather 
conditions continue, the winter wheat 
will be in head by the middle of July. 


The backward weather In the early 


part of May allowed the newly" sown 
grain to get a flrin root In the ground, 
and-now with an abundance of moist- 
ure and warm weather the growth Is 
remarkable. 
All danger' ot 
injury 


from droughts Is practically over as 
the green crop covers the ground re- 
taining the moisture required for its 
growth and preventing the too rapid 
evaporation which might 
otherwise 


take place. 
Crops In Western Canada mature in 


one hundred days of gqpd weather.

Being deenly sensible of the delecate 
handling this problem demands, he has 
established a sort of juvenile court. 
These tender offenders are not turned 
loose merely with a lecture on up- 
to instil into each boy brought before 
to instill into each hoy brought iiefore 
him a respect for law and order, a 
sense of his (the boy's) responsibility 
for the peace and trantiuillty of the 
neighborhood, a realization of the fact 


that boyish lawlessness leads to out- 
right crime—to the penitentiary. But 
the mayor is holding a "pretty tight 
string to each offender. 
If either the 


boy or his parents treat with indiffer- 
ence or contempt his admonition, the 
culprit will be brought before the bar 
and either he or his parents will have 
to pay the penalty. 


But happily most ot the offending 


youngsters .are of good family, have 
been well raised by sensible parents, 
and the latter are co-operating with 
the city officials In the undertaking to 
stamp out the ruffianism and vandal- 
ism. Ada is fortunate in having very 
few Incorrigibles, street waifs whose 
inevitable destination is the reforma- 
tory. Judge Barton Is quite hopeful 
of solving the boy problem with mild 
remedies. 


The opening of public schools next 


month will help him. That will give 
the boys something to study about be- 
sides meanness. 
Those whose par- 


rents do not send to school—well, 
there might be a.Jaw to force them in 
school. 


And even in vacation it is a "wise 


thing to give the average boy some- 
thing to do, for at least part, of the 
day. -

taw Nation without mentioning the old 
road that leads from Atoka to Old Bog- 
gy Depot, a distance of twelve miles 
Along this short road many murders 
have been committed, many robberies 
perpetrated by the bold highwayman 
who once roamed at will over this 
country 


The most dreaded place, the most 


talked about, and where the greatest 
number of crimes have been commit- 
ted is where the road crosses Sandy 
Creek, about two miles southwest of 
Atoka 
At this point, many years ago, 


two men were found dead In the thick 
wood covering this lonely spot 
It 


was then given the name of "Dead 
Man's Branch" and has carried the 
name to the present time 


A few years ago the mall carrier 


who traversed the route from Atoka 
to old Boggy Depot was murdered 
at the same spot where the two men 
had previously been found 
The men 


who committed these murders were 
never apprehended and brought to jus- 
tice, in fact, justice at that time was 
not lavishly dealt out to offenders in 
this country 


During the war between the states, 


Quantrell, in passing this dark and 
gloomy spot hung five men >h< re One 
of them, it is related, was one of his 
own men who had disobeyed some of 
his orders, the others were union sol- 
diers seeking recruits for the north-

After the Civil War a stage coach 


was held up at this place and its oc 
cupants robbed of all their money and 
valuables 
About twenty years ago 


three men were traveling In a heavy 
spring wagon, stopped at the crossing 
and camped tor the night Next morn- 
ing they were gone, but the 1m estlgati- 
gatlon showed that the; had been at 
work 


Near the road stood a large elm tree 


under which the men had camped 
Starting from this tree they had rueas
